S the time for the thir- 


teenth national con-

nently at Chicago become subject to the 
keenest observation. It Is of course ap- 
parent that all interest concerning the 
nomination for chief place on the ticket 
has become almost quiescent on ac- 
coiint of the certainty which attends 
the candidacy of President Roosevelt. 
This foregone conclusion robs the po- 
litical game of much of its fascinating 
Indeflnlteness, but it may have the ef- 
fect of giving: the vice presidential 
nomination an unusual prominence. 


The choosing of a candidate for sec- 


ond place has almost always been reck- 
oned as a perfunctory matter. There Is 
more than one Instance on record, how- 
ever, In which the business has been 
conducted with considerable animation. 
Such an exception was furnished by 
the Republican convention of 1S6S. The 
convention city that year, as It will be 
this, was Chicago. By a similar coin- 
cidence the nomination of General 
Grant was as predetermined as in that! 
of President Roosevelt. He waa chosen ' 
unanimously on the first ballot. 
Then 


the actual struggle began. Four can- 
didates for the vice presidency were 
proposed. 
They were Benjamin 
F. 


Wade of Ohio, Henry Wilson of Massa- 
chusetts, Schuyler Colfax of Indiana 
and Reuben E. Ken ton of New York. 
All at once the office of vice president 
was transformed into the very ultima 
Thule of political aspiration. 
There 


was poured out In that convention hall 
R wealth of political oratorical Ingenu- 
ity that was fairly bewildering. Five 
ballots failed to do more than bring 
further chaos. At that stage the con- 
vention adjusted its differences and 
united on Colfax. 


There Is an impression extant that 


the choice of a vice presidential candi- 
date is. as a rule, left largely to the 
nominee for first place ami his friends. 
It is of course reasonable to suppose 
that an individual who is personally 
obnoxious to Iho chief candidate can- 
not add Mrength to the ticket. Still it 
hapneut frequently that the vice presl- 
(Untlal nominee Is not precisely at one 
with hi*) mate In some of the lesser po- 
litical d OK mas. Instead of being a mis- 
fortune, this variation IB often a posi- 
tive benefit to tho party, because It 
makes H possible for men of various In- 
terpret jillona of the same political 
creed, united as they are on essentials, 
to assemble under the name standard.

Occasionally tho nomination is con- 


ferred as a consolation prir.e. In such 
instances, though the disappointment 
may have been cruol Indeed, it is not a 
matter of record that declinations have 
been frequent. 
It may be observed, 


also, that there is an impression of 
more or less general acceptation that 
the office Is really of no remarkable sig- 
nificance—hardly worthy, In fact, of the 
consideration of a mnn of enpoclal note.

Olney before 
the Harvard law 


school. Indeed there are few. very few. men In the 
country, who can sn 


deeply Interest the entire people as can Mr. Olney. 
His speech at Harvard 


•was delivered before an assembly of lawyers and eminent professional men 
presided, over by Chief Justice Fuller. 


Mr. Olney In his speech dealt with the 
growing tendency 
to disregard 


the constitution, to do things from alleged expediency and without war- 
rant of law. 


His thrusts were mainly directed nt the imperial policy, as when he asked 


"What place has despotism—even the most benevolent and most intelligent— 
in our American political system and where by searching shall we' find It 
out?" 


He further questioned the right of Uncle Sam to justify by any legal or 


constitutional provision, the recent decision to go out as n mlsslonory to be- 
nighted tribes 7000 miles awny in the southern seas. 


He denied that there Ic any legal authority for taxing the masses of this 


country "for the benefit of motley groups of the brown 
people between 


whom and the taxpayers there Is absolutely no community of 
interest 
or 


sympathy." 


Mr. Olney's speech cut deep at the root of the Imperial policy, nnd the 


tendency on the part of high officers to take upon themselves powers and au- 
thorities with which the constitution has not vested their 
offices. Today 


Mr. Oiney's utterances on this occasion aro being discussed by the press of 
the country as a sort of revelation, the truth of which everybody must ad- 
mit but which won before buried oenenth n lot of delusive rubbish. 


On the day following Olney's speech. ex-Secretary Hoot before the law 


school of Tale, covered practically the same ground, not so Incisively, It Is 
true, but clearly and forcibly.

LYNCHING 
BEE 


Negro Taken From Train 


and Hung 


C1IA1U/ESTON, S. C., July 1.—Cairo 


WUIiamB, a negro, who killed Thurs- 
ton McGec, while, at Scranton last 
February, WHS inlicn from a traJn at 
Scrunlou last nh/ht and lynched. Wil- 


liams' narrowly escaped lynching im- 
mediately after the killing and wa 
Milted oil to the penitentiary In Co- 
lumbia for safe keeping. 


Last Monday Williams was taken to 
Ktngstree, the county seat, for trial. 
The result was a mistrial and 
the 


sheriff thought it safe to send him 
back to Columbia. As the train ap- 
proached Scranton a mob with black- 
ened faces and wearing masks, flag- 
Kcr the train and searched it for the 
negro. When found the deputies re- 
fused to deliver the negro and a scuffle 
ensued in which the 
deputies 
were 


much bruised. The mob then took the 
negro away, saying that he would be 
dead in flve minutes and that was his 


fate, although the exact particulars are 
not available.

example of the transformation of 
successful professional man. into an 
equally successful politician. He Is a 
living1 refutation of the oft repeated as- 
sertion that politics Js a profession so 
distinctively set apart from other avo- 
cutlons that it must be taught and 
learned as a specialty. 


Mr. Knox was born on May 6, 1853, 


at Brownsville, Fayette county, Pa. 
Unlike many eminent men whose early 
life was shackled by poverty,- Mr. 
Knox's family was well to do. His fa- 
ther was a banker who, having found 
the calling a pleasant one, desired his 
eon to follow In his footsteps. His son, 
however, decided that banking was not 
entirely to his taste. Since the elder 
Knox could not convince his shrewd 
son of the wisdom of his preference, he 
compromised by sending the boy to 
college, which was precisely what Phi- 
lander wanted. 


The Knoxes were Intimately 
ac- 


quainted with the late James G. I3laine, 
who was a nativ-j of that section of 
Pennsylvania. 
Young Knox was an 


ardent admirer of the political methods 
of their brilliant friend. 
It is likely 


that this warm appreciation had a 
powerful effect in determining bis ca- 
reer. Mr. Blaine would have had the 
lad prepared for Washington college, 
from which he had been graduated, but 
for some reason Philander at the age of 
sixteen entered Mount Union college at 
Alliance. O. Here he made the ac- 
quaintance of another man who was 
destined to exert a telling Influence on 
his after life—William McKinley. It, 
was in consequence ot Mr. McKinley's 
advice that young Knox decided to 
study law. 
He was graduated from 
• 


Jlount Union in 1872 and Immediately 
entered the office of H. B. Swope, Unit-i 
eel States district attorney for western 
Pennsylvania. 


He was a diligent law student and 


eh owed a determination to pass noth- 
ing until he had mastered it. His pre- 
ceptor, Mr. Ewope. was perhaps the 
most absolute master of vitriolic dic- 
tion that ever entered a. Pittsburg 
courtroom. He was as fiery as a comet, 
but In his most impetuous moments 
never forgot to employ the choicest 
verbal constructions. More important 
than nil, he was an able jurist and well 
tMjuipped to become the teacher of even 
so bright a young man as Philander C. 
Knox. At that early period the law 
ptudenr was In temperament the oppo- 
site of his preceptor—self possessed. 


logical and deliberate. He also had a 
remarkably exact command of lan- 
guage and an eye for the minutest de- 
tail. 


In three years Mr. Knox was admit- 


ted to the Allegheny county bar. Busi- 
ness came to him at onoo, and he look 
OB a partner another beginner, James 
H. Rood. 
Koth of these young men 


were comparatively unknown, but they 
set to work to remedy this drawback. 
It wns at this point that Mr. Knox 
formed a habit which he has not yet 
abandoned—never to leave the entire 
preparation of an important case to 
subordinates.
